on the year’s pack only a few days off the market might 
be expected to await their arrival, and no doubt a great 
many orders are being withheld until after the statistics 
are made public on January 1st, but a good number of buy- 
ers could not await this event, showing conclusively that 
stocks are light in many hands. We expect to give the 
SOUTHERN CAN COMPANY figures in detail in our next week’s issue, and we thereforé 
warn our readers to look out for that issue, so that it will 
not be mislaid or lost. There is and has been much con- 
BALTIMORE, MD. jecture as to the totals in the various lines, and as to what 
effect the new figures will have upon the market. We do 
not anticipate any marked effect, for the jobbers have 
formed a fairly accurate idea of the size of each pack, and 
have not been moving in the dark. In fact, there has been 
no room for criticism of the bad effect of the publishing of 
the yearly statistics upon the market this time, because 
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the worst possible effect upon the market was*shown 
months before there was any talk about statistics, and 
in fact before the packs were completed. This past sea- 
son should serve for evermore as the layer of the ghost 
that troubles follow the publication of the yearly statis- 
tics, and we should hear no more of that claim. 

One of the notable events since our last review has 
beeen the naming of prices of Wisconsin Future Peas by 
the Crary Brokerage Company.

Commenting upon these new prices the Cfary Brok- 
erage Co. says: 

“The prices on Fancy Peas are practically the same 
as last year, as there is no surplus of Fancy Peas, and it 
will not be possible to produce them any cheaper during 
the coming year. The canners of Wisconsin will not be 
inclined to book heavily on Fancy Peas. 

The prices on Standard Peas are low enough to be 
attractive, and in view of the uncertainty regarding the 
cost of cans.and solder, they can be considered extremely 
low, especially if there should be any shortage in the pack 
of 1915. The acreage in 1915 will be materially reduced, 
and the packers of Wisconsin will make a strong effort 
to cut their Peas young, thus producing a larger percent- 
age of Fancy Peas and reducing the possible surplus of 
Standard Peas. 

There has been a steady increase in the consumption 
of canned peas at the low prices which have prevailed for 
the past two years, and in view of the inevitable higher 
prices for all sorts of food products due to the prolonged 
European war, we believe peas bought at present prices 
will show a nice profit next fall.” 

Peas usually lead off in the opening of future prices, 
and we may therefore expect to hear of future prices defi- 
nitely made on other articles in the canned food list. With 
respect to peas, however, the jobbers will do well to take 
note of the determination of pea packers to keep close to 
their future sales in next season’s packing. This means 
that the jobbers must get their orders in early, or they 
may find themselves without peas next season, for the 
packers seem determined not to pack much over their 
future sales. They have learned this necessity from the 
past two seasons’ experiences, and are not likely to be 


caught again. On*the othér~hand, the jobbers claim to 
have determined not to buy futures this season, but on 
the contrary to allow the packers to get up the goods and 
then the jobbers will buy them as necessity compels. 
There seems very good reason to believe that the jobbers 
will be badly left on this policy if they enforce it, but it 
would be the one thing that would put the pea market 
back into its old time good shape. 


In tomatoes it is noticeable that there are very few 
good standard tomatoes to be had at 65c., most canners 
holding firmly for 70 to 75c. No. 2’s are quoted at 45c., 
but very few are being sold, most holders demanding 55c. 
No. 10’s are quoted at $2.10. 


Corn is experiencing some demand, but holders are 
waiting patiently for the better prices which seem in- 
evitable, and which it is expected the new statistics will 
help produce. 


Oyster packing has come to a standstill in this re- 
gion, owing to the severe cold weather experienced in 
the past fortnight, which resulted in the freezing up of all 
tributaries to the Bay and of much of the Bay. The qual- 
ity of the oysters this season is not of the best, and com- 
plaints are being heard from raw oyster shippers, as well 
as from the canners. Unless we have open weather for 
ten days or two weeks it will be almost impossible to re- 
sume oyster canning until after February. Prices may be 
expected to advance under these conditions. 

New prices on cans are expected just after the turn 
of the year, and with this question definitely settled the 

uture will be more clear for all parties concerned.

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The New York Market 


All hands busy getting up the invetories—Market awaiting the announcement of annual 


statistics—Leading articles in light demand—Noted in this market. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, Dec. 30th, 1914. 

The Market.—With the closing year very little new busi- 
ness has developed. Almost everybody is plunged in stock 
taking, and this precludes the possibility of much business. 
Few want to buy before they know how much they have left 
over from this year’s trade, nor do they want so much on hand 
when they finish the year that it will look as though their busi- 
ness fell off. With these influences working against trade, it is 
small wonder that the volume of business is restricted and that 
dealers are operating upon a very conservative basis. Possibly 
a gleam of light may be seen in the fact that retailers are re- 
ported to have only small lots on hand, and that the opening 
of retail distribution after the opening of the year will force 
buying from jobbers. Further, experts are pointing out that 
Europe will have to begin to buy before very long to make 
good the supplies which can no longer be obtained from the 
countries which have previously furnished them. Nearly 11 
dealers are quite satisfied with the outlook, however, and 
prices, which are merely nominal, pending the revival of trade, 
show no indication of breaking. Conditions are such that 
trade will surely increase after the turn of the year. But 
whether or not prices will advance immediately, as some of 
the more sanguine believe, that will remain to be seen. How- 
ever, the influences at work are of a character which seems to 
point to improvement rather than otherwise, and holders are 
loth to part with their stocks until they know better what the 
business of the coming month is likely to be. With these ob- 
servations nearly all dealers are disposed to wish each other 
the compliments of the season and go about their business 
without offering many suggestions as to what is coming in the 
near future. 

Tomatoes.—Until the official figures of pack aer issued by 
the National Canners’ Association business will likely be dull. 
No one knows definitely what the pack was, but there are esti- 
mates which show approximately 14,500,000 cases, and if this 
is true the situation will present some factors which do not 
now appear on the surface. The official figures will be given 
out in a few days, and that will result in better business, prob- 
ably. The sale has been fairly active all the season since pack- 
ing ceased, but prices have been persistently low, regardless of 
the fact that packers insist the output is none too large for re- 
quirements. Indeed, they are quite of the opinion that unless 
the trade reduces the movement of its stock in some way the 
supply will be insufficient to satisfy the necessities of the trade 
until the new pack is ready for delivery. Holders remain firm 
in their views on prices, and while it is possible to buy stock 
at low range of values, the tendency is to scrutinize the quality 
of the goods obtained at the low figures very carefully. Some 
buyers seem quite certain that the danger of getting stock 
somewhat below standard is too imminent to be lightly passed 
by. Thus far little or nothing has been done which will change 
the situation any after business revives. 

Gorn.—The situation in corn offers on new features, and 
until the size of the pack is known the condition of the market 
will scarcely change. Holders are quite certain that the pack 
will be sufficeint to supply market until the new pack is ready 
for delivery. But in face of that it is difficult to reconcile the 
statement that European buyers will have to come into this 
market for some of their supplies unless the war ceases before 
very long. Corn has ruled rather low of late, excepting fancy 
and full standard grades, which are becoming scarce and are 
held firmly. Movement is light at present, but retailers are 
understood to have only small supplies on hand, and this will, 
of course, lead to a scramble later, when the real situation be- 
comes known. Few are quite ready to accept the statements 
of some dealers who say that the supply is so short that it will 
be difficult to obtain goods in as liberal quantities as desired. 

Peas.—The situation offers no new features as the year 
closes. Business is in small lots only, and trade goes on at 
about the usual level of prices. Business is chiefly in small 
lots, and the conditions which govern offer no immediate 
change, though it is probable that dealers have no very large 
lots on hand. When they start to replenish certain grades will 
probably disappear from first hands rather more rapidly than 
is now and prices will undoubtedly advance. In low grades 
business has been rather more active than in better qualities, 
but as a rule everything is dull now and promises to remain 
dull for the coming week or two until retail buyers begin to 
shake off their stupor The supply is considered ample for all 
requirements, and business will be governed somewhat by the 


situation which develops as a result of the stock taking and 
the revival of trade after turn of the year. 

String Beans.—The supply on hand is relatively small. 
The pack in most sections of the country was light and buying 
has been going on in a way to reduce supplies perceptibly. 
Furthermore, the supply of desirable grades is relatively less 
than that of any other, which naturally leads to an interesting 
situation, for business will have to be done with that situation 
in view when it begins. New York State holders have very few 
left of some grades, while Southern packers are in little better 
condition. In other grades more stock is procurable, but the 
market doesn’t offer any particular promise for holders, ex- 
cepting that retailers will have to buy to replenish their stocks. 

Asparagus.—The situation has not changed during the 
week, and sales are too small to warrant making a market. A 
few buyers have asked for small lots to replenish broken 
stocks, while holders have determined to maintain their quo- 
tations regardless of the pressure upon them requiring them 
to make reductions. The supply on hand is ample for present 
requirements and those which will come in the future. Later 
in the season an advance may be noted, but not at present, it 
is believed. The stock in California is said to be about ex- 
— and holders there are asking full prices for whatever 
is left. 

Succotash.—Not much business is being done. Supplies 
on hand are light and conditions are not encouraging for fur- 
ther improvement immediately. As a whole, however, the 
market is firm, and sales are made at full outside prices. The 
situation is said to be better for holders than it has been for 
some years at the same time. The quality of the stock now 
on hand is good and demand promises to increase. 

Spinach.—In the main the situation is unchanged. Hold- 
ers are making no difference in prices, though it is believed 
that the supplies which will be available are by no means suf- 
ficient to satisfy the requirements of the trade until the new 
pack is ready for delivery. The effect of this is to make hold- 
ers operate conservatively, and therefore it is quite impossible 
to say whether or not the movement will later be active or not. 
Buyers are asking for desirable goods, and the conditions 
which confront them are said to be likely to remain for a time, 
at least. 

Pumpkin.—Not much business, nor is there much stock to 
be offered. Sales are made in a small way only, and business 
is done apparently merely to satisfy requirements. Conditions 
are quite satisfactory, though possibly dealers would like to 
see some of the conservatism of dealers removed. 

Squash.——The holiday trade reduced stocks so much that 
it is rather hard to fill orders now, excepting at full outside 
prices. Holders are firm in their views, and, knowing the sit- 
uation, are confident that they will be able to maintain their 
quotations at present range until the stock is exhausted. 

Fruits.—The market remains unchanged as a whole. With 
stock taking in progress buyers are loth to add to their sup- 
plies, and therefore the quantities taken are such as are needed 
to replenish broken stocks. The demand from Europe has been 
almost as large in some lines as usual, though others have suf- 
fered somewhat by the lack of business due to the war. Buyers 
will not be ready to take hold with their accustomed freedom 
quite yet, but in a few weeks the trade promises to increase 
rapidly. Stocks must be replenished and holders must have 
ample for their requirements. Until the spring activity be- 
gins it is useless to expect much change in the situation. Sup- 
plies are ample, though perhaps some of the most wanted va- 
rieties are becoming reduced and sales are being made at full 
outside figures in small lots. Larger quantities could prob- 
ably be obtained at reductions, if so desired. California pack 
is pretty well cleaned out, and the pack in the South has been 
greatly reduced in its most wanted -varieties. 

Apples.—Trade has been slow in No 10s state pack of late 
and buyers are now uncertain about their future action. But 
apparently there is none too much stock held here, and it looks 
now as though trade will revive in the near future very rap- 
idly. Retailers have few on hand, and the stock held by job- 
bers is not heavy. Sales are now at a low ebb, but promise to 
increase shortly. 

Peaches.—The sale of the best grades of California pack 
has been active of late, and business has been done in sufficient 
volume to virtually clear out the holdings of some dealers. But 
in the main there is sufficient stock on hand to satisfy all re- 
quirements which are likely to develop in everything excepting 
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these best grades. The situation offers no immediate prospect 
for change, but the outlook is considered favorable by all 
holders. Southern stock has not moved so rapidly, but there 
has been a good deal of business done in the pie pack, and re- 
cently more demand has been reported for the better grades. 
The situation offers no immediate prospect for change, but the 
outlook is considered favorable by all holders. Southern stock 
has not moved so rapidly, but there has been a good deal of 
business done in the pie pack, and recently more demand has 
been reported for the'better grades The situation offers op- 
portunity for trade to increase rapidly within the next few 
weeks, and it probably will. Dealers’ shelves are virtually 
bare and consumption will greatly increase demand. 

Berries.—aAll varieties of berries were in short supply and 
sales have been made in small lots only because of the difficulty 
in obtaining goods. Conditions do not favor the buyer at pres- 
ent. Some grades are virtually exhausted, excepting from 
second hands, and they are not allowing their goods to go 
without obtaining full price therefor. All varieties share in 
the shortage, and holders are refusing to make concessions, 
certain that they will have no difficulty in obtaining full prices 
for the goods they have in hand. 

Cherries.—The crop was short everywhere, and business 
has been restricted because of this fact. The time has passed 
now for the most active business of the fall, but when trade re- 
vives in the spring the buyer will have to do some extensive 
searching to find the goods he may need. The supply now on 
hand is light, and in the view of some well informed factors 
in the trade will scarcely last until the next pack is ready for 
delivery. 

Plums.—lIn the main the situation remains as it has been 
for weeks. Few dealers have any considerable quantities on 
hand, but they believe they have sufficient for the present. The 
price has remained substantially the same for some time, but 
this is due more to the indifference of buyers than to any other 
cause. No one has taken more than he absolutely needed for 
present use. This indifference is looked upon as a species of 
weakness which the future promises to overcome. 

Apricots.—Not much business, nor are holders anxious to 
force their goods on the market. The situation offers little 
opportunity for holders to work off the stocks they have in 
hand, since everybody is more or less indifferent and refuse to 
either place or ask for orders.

Salmon.—With the greatest packing year in the history of 
the business, with possibly one or two exceptions, the market 
is practically bare of some varieties, and will be bare before 
the next packing season opens. The heavy sale is partly due 
to the demand which has come from Europe for salmon as 2 
food for the commissary departments of the armies, and partly 
the present condition has been brought about by the high price 
of meats, which has forced the consumers to look for a sub- 
stitute, and they have hit upon salmon as the best for their 
purpose; meanwhile holders are warning buyers that it will 
be difficult to secure goods before very long. Indeed, the 
better grades are pretty nearly exhausted now. Of course, 
this has caused all salmon men to speculate upon the future 
and to wonder.what the effect of the present conditions, ex- 
tended for a time, will be. Next season packers will attempt 
to produce more fish, but of course whether they can or not 
is problematical. The total pack is large enough this year to 
lead to the conclusion that unless the stocking of the waters 
is successful, as promoters hope it will be, salmon will become 
virtually extinct in a few years longer. 

Sardines.—It is impossible as yet to say what the total 
pack of sardines was during the season just closed, but ac- 
cording to the views of those in position to know it will fall 
below the average for a number of years. Meanwhile, busi- 
ness has lagged because of the impossibility of securing suf- 
ficient stock to fill anything beyond routine orders. Prices 
have been advanced twice since the packing season closed and 
active buying would send them up again. The impossibility 
of obtaining the usual supply for foreign sardines will, of 
course, have a tendency to increase demand for domestic pack 
and this will lead to higher values in the near future. The 
domestic pack is barely sufficient to cover demand this year, 
and unless. heavy buyers place their orders early, they may 
find it difficult to secure what they need. 

Lobsters.—Canadian fishermen ask for a closed season 
next year to enable the trade to dispose of the surplus stock 
which it has in hand. But it is quite impossible to say what 
will be done. If, however, a closed season is established, it 
will help the market somewhat and sales will be made upon 
a better and more stable basis than they are now. The war 
in Europe has about ruined the lobster industry of Canada.

A word regarding the model cannery at San

Francisco—Some other means of enlighten- 


ing the public—Carry the news to the consumers—Little to report in the market.

A New York Olive Branch.—Referring to your allusion 
to the little war of words indulged.in between New York and. 
Chicago pertaining to “(Canned Foods Week, 1914,”. I would 
state that my sentiments expressed toward The Journal of ¥’ 
Commerce were, of course, jocular. The amicable looking 
and truly amiable editor of the grocery department of that 
splendid publication walked on the tail of my coat, and in self- 
defense I had to use a. few similes to describe the error of his 
uncommendable attitude. 

I am convinced that he is a strong and loyal friend of 
the canning industry, and anxious to benefit and serve it. I 
also think that most people will give me credit for a similar 
attitude and some degree of achievement along that line. 

When people are working for a common cause they must 
have faith in each other, as well as in the cause. No one has 
a right to impute to another selfish motives, provided his acts 
are consistent with the advancement of a good purpose. 

We are all selfish, we were born that way, we must to 
an extent live that way, if we live at all, and no one can work 
for a belief or an industry without having at least some hope 


of reward, unless he is a slave and works from fear of punish- 
ment. 


People, even editors, can disagree without acrimony and 
without invidious criticism and the dignity and higher ideals 
of the vocation should prompt them to do so. i 

Just to be a little argumentative and to disagree with a 
nu. ber of my good friends, I want to reiterate that I do not 
be! .ve that any ‘‘model cannery” exhibit or operation or 
demonstration in New York or San Francisco or elsewhere, in 
one place for a week or any other length of time, will accom- 
plish the benefit which will justify its expense. A few people 
‘pass by it, say a million or two million or three million. Half 
of them glance at it and understand what it is all about; the 
other half are looking for souvenirs, take them and pass on. 

The women of this country have a long standing, deep- 
seated, hard to eradicate, unreasonable, hammered in and held 
fast prejudice against canned foods; not all of the women, but 
most of them, and it will take widespread, determined, gen- 
eral co-operation and persistent effort to do away with it. 

The mechanics’ and working men’s minds in the towns 
and cities must be reached. Many of them are of foreign birth 


or descent and must be educated to have confidence in and use 
canned food. 


They cannot pay $62.50 railroad fare to visit a model can- 
neary in San Francisco, only half of the needed expense. 
Those who live in San Francisco will probably be informed 
and educated by the exhibit, and some of the wealthy tourists 
may be interested, but the same amount of money devoted to 
moving picture illustrated lectures before clubs and churches 
and schools and settlement meetings would accomplish one 
hundred times the amount of good to the industry. The edu- 


cation must be carried to the people; they cannot and will no 
come to it. , 


Even an educational campaign intended to inform only 
the retail grocers of the country would be of splendid and 


lasting benefit, but of course one to the consumers would be 
vastly more effective. 


If canners were not such disbelievers in advertising in a 
co-operative way, they could in a few years by a small ex- 
penditure each, say, $25, increase the consumption of canned 
foods threefold in our own country by co-operating. 

This preachment is not intended to discourage or depre- 
cate any honest effort to advertise and promote the sale of 
canned foods, and it is all good.

The National Canners’ Association*has by its work in 
educating the daily press as to the wholesomeness and value 
of canned foods overcome a tremendous obstacle, and has 
stopped an enormous amount of ignorant misrepresentation 
and slander, but though the batteries of slander are silenced, 
the bands of praise and victory are not playing and the news- 
papers are saying nothing. The canners must blow their own 
bugle. No one will blow it for them. There are too many 
other industries that want bugles blown and are willing to 
pay for the music. 

I wish “The Journal of Commerce” and “The Canning 
Trade”’ and all other good, faithful friends to the canning in- 
dustry Godspeed, and a happy and prosperous New Year.

If you have not made hotel reservations at New York 
City for the great Convention it would be well to do so, 
though by no means necessary. There are hotels in abundance 
in New York City, and you can walk into any one of them, 
with the possible exception of the Hotel Astor, on the open- 


ing day of the Convention and be well taken care of. There 
will be plenty of room this time. 


For those who have the great city upon their annual vis- 
iting list it would seem foolish to call any attention to its at- 
tractions—there is only one New York City, and nothing like 
it in the rest of the world. But for those who have not been 
there a rare treat is in store. It is a great, a wonderful city, 
and even though it will swallow up the littie crowd of five 
or six thousand canners and their friends without knowing

THE HOTEL ASTOR 
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GRAND CENTRAL PALACE 
Lexington Ave., Between 46th and 47th Sts. 


Where the Machinery and Supplies Exposition will be held 


The net exhibiting area of the Grand Central Palace is 
125,000 square feet. 

The main floor and the two floors above it are available 
for exhibitions and assemblages. A large rectangular opening 
in the second and third floors, the edges protected by orna- 
mental balustrades and the third floor by an iron grill work, 
result in one interior for the three show floors. 

The arcade, which surrounds the building on the eleventh 
floor, is illuminated at night by electric lights so arranged as 
to add materially to the effective appearance of the structure 
after sundown. The illumination and outlines of the arcade 
are visible in the evening hours from all parts of the city, as 
well as outlying points, as the building rises 206 feet above 
the level of the street. 


THE FAMOUS KITCHENS OF THE HOTEL ASTOR. 

The kitchens are worthy of more than a passing notice, for 
while we are accustomed to hearing of the size, cleanliness 
and convenience of the modern hotel culinary departments, 
there are some conveniences installed here which do not exist 
elsewhere. One in particular is the row of enormous hoists 


for quickly serving the diners at a great banquet held in the 
grand ball room, as- was the large function given at the time 
of the Hudson-Fulton celebration, when 2,100 guests (400. less 


than the limit that can be accommolated in the one room) 
were served with viands hot from the fire and without a hitch 
Sections 


or delay and as easily as could be a party of four. 
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of the mosaic floor in the conservatory and adjoining the ball 
room, when the machinery is put in motion, rise about six 
feet, and traveling trays, on what resemble Ferris wheels 
more than anything else, travel upward through these floor 
openings, delivering the food above, rotating downward again 
into place in the kitchen, attendants below filling the huge 
trays and waiters above emptying them. The kitchens them- 
selves, with tiled floors and walls, great rows of ranges, ovens, 
broilers, kettles, steam tables, electric washing machines and 
dough mixers, each section conveniently arranged, are an in- 
teresting sight for the uninitiated. There are separate dining- 
rooms for each class of help, the waiters in one, the porters 
in another, and so on. Separate sections for trunk storage, 
upholstery shop and for the house valets’ work, elevators espe- 
cially for room service, upon which are taken tables set and 
quickly carried to the designated floor for guests desiring 
meals in their apartments. There, too, are the electric dumb- 
waiters connecting the house service bar, which they adjoin, 
with the various restaurants and floors above. Everywhere 
are the telautographs, instantaneously transmitting orders in 
writing to minimize errors. On the 44th street side is the 
employees’ entrance, with the timekeepers and checkers, and 
next to it the receiving department, with inclined slide for ex- 
peditiously handling supplies. 

The general type of the building is French Renaissance, 
and it is fireproof throughout, being constructed of steel and 
concrete. The stairways of the main entrance are of marble 
and the other stairways are of iron. Every pillar is of ce- 
ment and marble, as are the walls. The floors are of hard 
maple, fire-proofed and laid on concrete.

SANITARY CODE FOR CANNING. AND PACKING FAC- 
TORIES, REVISED BY THE AGRICULTURAL 
COMMISSION OF OHIO, DAIRY AND 
FOOD DIVISION. 


Two new rules added to the sanitary code at the begin- 
ning of this year, the one requiring all belts and conveyors 
coming in direct contact with the foods to run in clear, run- 
ning water or over a spray, the other, all cans to be washed 
before being filled, met with a general compliance. At first, 
a few could not see the necessity of washing the cans and 
thought it would be a hardship to do so, but after finding 
that this could be done very simply and cheaply, there was 


no further objection. It needed only a trial to prove the 
value of the requirement. Many packers have since expressed 


surprise at the amount of dirt removed, which is really not 
surprising, when the conditions of manufacturing, storing and 
shipping are taken into consideration. While, of course, these 
things are usually done with the utmost care, yet in spite of 
this there is a need for cleaning and sterilization. For, in the 
manufacture of the tin-plate from which the cans are made, 
the coating is done by dipping the prepared sheets into molten 
tin covered with oil, which adheres more or less to the plates, 
even though in finishing they are passed through rolls and 
wiped off with sawdust and brushes. The plate is handled 
many times in sorting, trimming and packing, and then re- 
handled both by hand and machinery through numerous pro- 
cesses when manufactured into cans. The cans are stored in 
the warehouse or packed into cars and shipped to the canner, 
who handles them again in storing them in his warehouse. 
In all this handling, shipping and storing there are many 
chances for dust, dirt, bugs, spiders and even mice, to find 
their way into the cans. Realizing this condition, the Food

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Bureau of the Ohio Dairy. and Food Division was ag,@rst and 
is at present the only Food Department to require the wash- 
ing of cans. It is gratifying to be able to state that during 
the first year this rule has been in force, only three Ohio 
packers have packed tood in unwashed cans. ln accomplish- 
ing these results it was not necessary in a single instance to 
resort to prosecution. We find the canners ot Ohio are not 
only willing but anxious, to contorm to any reasonable re- 
quirement. In fact, we understand that may of the rules were 
suggested originally by the canners themselves. 


Believing that a more accurate system of inspection and 
report is desirable, I wish to recommend that the rules of tne 
Sanitary Code, as revised and adopted by the Agricultural Com- 
mission, be printed, with this report, in bulletin form. 


The rules for the Sanitary Code have been revised by the 
Agricultural Commission, by virtue of which adoption they 
become law under Section 1172-12: ‘‘The Agricultural Com- 
mission shall make such uniform rules and regulations as may 
be necessary for the enforcement of the food, drug, dairy and 
sanitary laws of this State.”’ 


The score card system has also been adopted, which will 
greatly improve the inspectors’ report and give the packer a 
better understanding of the conditions as seen and estimated 
by the inspector. 


The following are the Revised Rules and Score Card, 
with explanation of manner of inspection and style of report: 


1. The fioors of all workrooms shall be of impermeable 
material, which can be flushed or washed clean with water, 
and proper sewage connections shall be provided to prevent 
the fioors or ground below from becoming wet, sioppy and un- 
sanitary. 

2. Garbage and all waste material shall be removed daily 
from the building and grounds and the plant must be kept in 
a clean and sanitary condition at all times. 


3. All machinery shall be cleaned daily and kept in a 
clean and sanitary condition. 


4. Separate toilet and wash rooms shall be provided for 
each sex, completely separated from the work rooms; these 
must be properly lighted and ventilated and facilities shall be 
provided whereby the employes can be kept clean and tidy. 
When modern plumbing and sewerage systems are not avail- 
able, the closet shall be at least 100 feet from the building, 
room or place used for the preparation or canning of food, 
be screened against flies and properly disinfected. 


5. Employees shall use the utmost care in keeping the 
toilets in a sanitary condition. Rags and insoluble materials 
must not be thrown into the toilet. 


6. Persons affected with tuberculosis or any communi- 
cable disease shall not be employed in or about any canning 
or packing establishment. 


7. All factory employees shall be clean in person at all 
times and shall wear clean and washable clothing. Employees 
shall not smoke or chew tobacco while at work. 


8. Male employees, who assist in preparing foods for 
canning, shall wear clean, wash, over-suits. Female employees, 
who assist in preparing food for canning, shall wear clean 
dresses or aprons, made of washable fabrics, and also clean, 
washable caps over the hair. 


9. All corn, tomatoes and other products in preparation 
for canning shall be thoroughly washed before going to the 
cutting machines or peeling tables, and all cans and other con- 
tainers must be washed and sterilized before being filled. 


10. All carrying belts and chains coming in contact with 
the food shall return in clean, running water or over a spray.

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The Score Card will be in triplicate form and at each visit 
of the inspector the packer shall receive a copy, the Food 
Bureau a copy, and the inspector will retain a copy. 

Each rule has its own value and any deviation from per- 
fect compliance or efficiency will be noted by the inspector 
opposite the rule so affected in the column provided for each 
visit. At the end of the season a bulletin will be published, 
containing the inspector’s report to the Commissioner in 
Charge, based upon the scoring given. In the report each 
factory will receive special mention and its condition, rating 
and score will be shown after the following plan: 
Company: An extensive line of food 


products are manufactured and packed at this plant; the build-— 


ing is of brick, steel, glass and concrete. Splendid light is 
afforded by the “‘saw-tooth” roof, and the plant is well venti- 
lated. Sanitary inside toilets are provided, as are wash and 
rest rooms; satisfactory dining rooms are at the disposal of 
the employees. A somewhat elaborate and costly plant has 
been installed to care for the factory waste. The refuse is 
carried through the sewer to settling basins, where it is chem- 
ically treated. The solid matter is dried and made into stock 
food and the liquid is pumped odorless and clear over the 
hill, away from the plant. 

Rating Excellent. Score 98. 

This may seem to represent, excellent conditions, but it is 
a true description of a factory at present in operation. But 


all, we are sorry to say, are not like this one. For example, 
the following: 


Company. This firm packs corn and 
tomatoes under very unsatisfactory conditions. Their building 
is old and in bad condition; the floor is of boards, full of holes 
and cracks, making it impossible to cleanse the place. The 
toilets are poor, in the yard, and within a few feet of the 
work room. No wash rooms are provided. The sewage is car- 
ried in an open trough 80 feet and dumped into a swale,

This plant cannot 
operate longer on account of these unspeakable conditions. 

Rating bad. Score 20. 

These two were chosen purposely to show the contrast 
and also to show that conditions will be reported hereafter 
just as they are found.

SOME OF THE PLANTS BENEFITED OR INJURED 
BY LIME. 


Thus some of the common plants which are stated by this 
report to be benefited by lime are spinach, lettuce, beet, celery, 
onion, cucumber, cantaloupe, asparagus, cabbage, peanut, rhu- 
barb, pea, pumpkin, bean, tobacco, alfalfa, clover, barley, 
wheat, oats, timothy, gooseberry, currant, orange, quince and 
cherry. Indian corn is only slightly benefited. Plants which 
are said to be slightly injured by lime are cotton, tomato, 
cowpea, concord grapes, peach, apple and pear, and those 
really injured are radish, flax, blackberry, black raspberry and 
cranberry. Whether a soil will respond to liming or not de- 
pends on the amount of available calcium oxide which it al- 
ready contains. Unfortunately chemical analysis does not 
distinguish between the total calcium oxide and that which 


is available to plants. Probably the best indication of the 
need of lime is the failure to obtain a good crop of clover. 


San Benito, Texas—S. P. King, of San Benito, has pur- 
chased a site at Fort Meade, Fla., where he will establish a 
cannery of about 10,000 cans daily capacity.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


We must apologize again for going to press earlier 
than usual this week, as we did last week, for the same 
reasons obtain—the holiday extends from Thursday 
evening to Monday morning, so we must have this in 
the mails Thursday instead of Saturday. 


We particularly regret this because we expect to have 
the 1914 statistics on Saturday morning, and we would 
have liked to give you these, and to comment on them. 
Just now we have no more idea of the actual figures than 
the Man in the Moon, and if you will review our utter- 
ances during the past year you will find that we have not 
attempted to state them. We have guessed, just as you 
have, and we believe our estimate is pretty close, but we 
are going to await official returns, and then comment. 


At this season it is customary to review the happen- 
ings of the year just passed. But we have been doing 
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this for you each week, and we cannot find pleasure— 
and we do not believe you do either—in dragging up the 
dead past for review. You all know it—some of you too 
well—so let us leave the dead past bury its dead, and 
instead look forward with hopefulness to the very bright 
future that confronts us. 


The tremendous orders for all kinds of supplies 
being sent this country by Europe are beginning to have 
their effect upon all lines of business; and as they merely 
represent the beginning of the immense amount of such 
trade that must, inevitably, come to us, the future is in- 
deed bright. To be sure, some our our hypercritical and 
supersensitive statesmen have tried to make America be- 
lieve that it is a breach of neutrality to accept and fill 
such orders, but such a contention is untenable. There 
could be no reason for shutting down our mills and 
shops because these many nations are at war; and we 
believe as one prominent Senator said, that true neutral- 
ity consists in treating all belligerents alike, with favor- 
itism to none. If we accepted the orders of one nation 
and refused those of another, it would be violating our 
neutrality ; but in keeping an absolutely open market to 
all the world we cannot be accused of favoring anyone. 


Germany is making complaint because she cannot 
take the goods from us as handily as the Allies, because 
of her crippled condition on the seas; but that is not for 
us to attempt to obviate, for by trying to do so we would 
be unfair to the countries which have put these obstruc- 
tions in her path in the course of the war. In fact, broad- 
ly considered we cannot see how this country could re- 
fuse to fill orders for anything from any of the warring 
nations without breaking our neutrality. There is no 
room here for maudlin sentiment that would throw up 
its hands in holy horror at our supplying guns and mis- 
sels for the destruction of human beings, much less from 
withholding food supplies so that the contenders would 
be starved into submission and thus end the war. Such 
action on our part would not bring the desired result in 
any event, and we would only be hampering our own 
trade without a just return. 


We have absolutely no patience whatever with the 
“jingoism” that seeks to pick trouble with a neighbor- 
ing nation for the sake of the orders such a war would 
create. That was considered by many as the cause of 
the Spanish war, and the trouble in Mexico is laid to the 
same door. Such agitators should be lined up against 
a wall and given a full taste of their own medicine, for 
they are a disgrace to humanity; but the present war 
raging in Europe is not of our making, nor could we 
have prevented it, and it will go‘on in spite of us. But 
if it produces increased orders for food supplies and 
armament supplies there can be no good reason advanced 
why we should not accept the business. There is noth- 
ing unholy, unjust or inhuman in our filling such orders ; 


they come to us, rather, as a reward for our peaceful- 
ness and progressiveness.

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Seattle Market 


The trade in salmon has been quiet this week, ‘put the outlook for the New Year is bet- 


ter—The pack for the year is very good—Number of new concerns planned for 


next year—Outlook for fruits and vegetables are better. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, December 29, 1914. 

Salmon.—The canned salmon market has not been 
as quiet since the 1914 season opened as it was during 
the past week. There has been an almost total lack of 
new business. This condition, however, is usual at this 
time of the year and causes no alarm on the part of the 
packers. 

One of the interesting developments of the week was 
an estimate said to be based on carefully compiled re- 
ports that the 1914 pack aggregated 6,439,315 cases. This 
total is probably not far out of the way. The pack with 
one exception, that of 1913, is the largest ever put up on 
the North Pacific Coast, and is considerably in excess of 
the predictions made at the beginning of the season, but 
is very close to the estimate made in these columns in 
mid-season. At that time the statement was made that 
it looked as though the pack would run over 6,000,000 
cases, although estimates placed the probable pack as low 
as 5,000,000. The pack estimate just out comes from the 
Griffith Durney Company, of San Francisco. This com- 
pany places the pack as follows: ; 

Alaska, 4,029,315 cases; Puget Sound, 650,000 cases ; 
British Columbia, 1,110,000 cases; Columbia River, 500,- 
000 cases; Outside River, 150,000 cases; total, 6,439,315 
cases. The total pack was swelled materially by big 
packs on the Columbia River and British Columbia. 
Puget Sound did better than some had expected. The 
following comparative figures are interesting: 

Pack of 1914 6,439,315 cases 
Pack of 1913 8,058,770 cases 
Pack of 1912..............5,596,411 cases 
Pack of 1911 5,922,128 cases 
Pack of 1910 4,160,684 cases 

The pack of 1913 was large because of the fact that 
it was a so-called “big” year. The pack of 1915 should 
prove to be very large on account of the fact that the 
pink fish are supposed to run in large numbers on Puget 
Sound and in British Columbia. And in view of the an- 
ticipated demand for canned fish in Europe with good 
prices, packers are getting ready to put up all the fish 
that they possibly can. 

Some idea of the rapidity. with which salmon pack- 
ers and brokers are getting stocks away from the Coast 
and into the hands of jobbers and consumers can be 
gained from the fact that of a total of 317,000 cases of 
salmon stored in the Port Commissions central pier No. 
1 during the present season only 3,000 cases remain in 
storage at present. No less than 257,000 cases have been 
shipped by rail and 60,000 cases by water. 

The Columbia River Packers’ Association, one of the 
largest salmon canning operating concerns in the busi- 
ness, has elected the following officers: Directors, A. B. 


Hammond, Fred Barker, George B. McLeod, M. J. Kin- 
ney, William Barker, F. H. Haradon, G. C. Fulton. A. B. 
Hammond was elected president; F. H. Haradon, vice- 


president; Fred Barker, secretary and treasurer and gen- 
eral manager. 


A number of new salmon canneries are planned for 
next season’s operations. Among those getting ready are 
the North Star Packing Company, which has a site on 
Lopez Island, in Puget Sound, and David Hanson, who 
plans a cannery at Port Ellis, on the Columbia River. 
He has been operating a cannery at New Astoria for the 
past four years, 

Fruits—The much-talked-of cannery in Lewis 
county now seems to be a certainty. After a number of 
meetings a corporation known as the Lewis County Can- 
ning Company has been organized, with a capital stock 
of $30,000, with the headquarters at Chehalis, Wash. 
This will be a mutual company, operated very closely 
after the lines of the Sumner & Puyallup Fruit Growers’ 
Association cannery at Puyallup, Wash. 

The outlook for fruits and vegetables is better than 
it has been for a number of weeks. Preparations are 
being made by nearly all of the large logging and lum- 
ber companies in Western Washington to resume opera- 
tions after the first of the year. Many of these opera- 
tions have been idle for many weeks. Large quantities 
of supplies have already been purchased by loggers and 
mill operators. This demand runs largely to gallon | 
goods. Pie stock is a good seller, as is also canned toma- 
toes, corn and peas. There is every indication of this 
demand remaining active for months, for the lumber 


business is rapidly getting back to normal after several 
months of great stagnation. “SALMON.”

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San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 31, 1914. 
Steamers Needed.—There is a very heavy demand for 


steamers of large capacity to transport foodstuffs and other é 
cargo from the Pacific Coast to the eastern ports of this country ~ 


and to Europe. In spite of the fact that many new steamship 
lines have entered this field, charter rates are advancing and 
a considerable volume of freight is being held at California 
ports awaiting attention. For a short period it was found to 
be impossible to handle offerings of canned fruits and salmon 
without delay but there has been no serious interference with 
these shipments, which have been given preference over all 
other classes of merchandise. Following the breaking out of 
the European war, many charters were cancelled and canners 
were compelled to make many new ones at advanced rates, but 
there has been but little complaint on this score, although this 
action entailed considerable expense. Canned foods have 
formed the principal items in the cargoes of many of the ves- 
sels that have sailed from San Francisco during the past three 
months, and it is due to the activity in this line that shipping 
out of this port has shown such remarkable gains over last 
year’s figures. During the month of November the shipments 
of canned salmon from San Francisco to Eastern ports by 
water were valued at $870,052, as compared with $181,115 for 
November, 1913. The canned fruit shipments during this 
period were valued at $371,482, as compared with-$198,275 
for the corresponding month of the previous year. Rail ship- 
ments of canned products from the Pacific Coast have shown a 
decline, as shippers are finding it profitable to ship by the water 
route to Atlantic ports and then inland by rail. Canners are 
now estimating the saving that is being effected by the use of 
the Panama Canal, and are submitting some interesting figures. 
Salmon and fruit packers are enjoying a rate of $120 per car- 
load by way of the Panama Canal, as compared with a trans- 
continental rate of $340, while the westbound rate on canned 


foods as $200 per carload, as compared with $360 by the rail 
route. 


Salmon Statistics —The Alaska Packers’ Association has 
compiled figures showing its 1914 pack of salmon in Alaska in 
detail, this being as follows: Red salmon—Bristol Bay, 760,287 
cases; Central, 113,969; Southeastern, 10,558. King—Bristol 
Bay, 5,629; Central, 3,223. Coho—Bristol Bay, 7,193; Cen- 
tral, 12,966; Southeastern, 1,214. Pink—Bristol Bay, 23,167; 
Central, 90,844; Southeastern, 92,772. Chums—Bristol Bay, 
20,616; Central, 2,424; Southeastern, 42,803. Total, 1,187,- 
455 cases, as compared with a total of 1,116,676 cases for the 
same districts in 1913. The pack on Puget Sound for the 1914 
season amounted to 54,525 cases, as compared with 388,739 
cases in 1913. No pack was made this year of pinks or chums 
on the Sound, operations being confined to sockeyes and kings. 

The salmon canning season in the Grays Harbor District 
in Washington has closed, and it is announced by W. W. Krutz, 
president of the Hoquian Packing Company, that the pack of 


the six salmon canneries there will aggregate about 100,000 
cases. 


The American steamship St. Helens, which arrived at San 
Francisco recently from Portland, Me., had on board 1,500 
tons of canned corn, together with other canned foods. This 
is the first complete cargo to load at Portland for this port. 


The vessel was stopped on the high seas by a British cruiser 
and searched for contraband about ninety miles from Colon.

The company is considering several sites near the 
Long Beach harbor and plans. to erect a fish cannery at a cost 
of about $50,000. The directors of this new concern are R. P. 
Bishop, senior member of Bishop & Co., cracker manufactu- 
rers and preservers, of Los Angeles; J. E. Hefton, of Los An- 
geles, and B. Houssells, E. H. Archer and J. A. Youmans, all 
of Long Beach. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders of the Nevada 
County Cannery Association, held recently at Grass Valley, 
Cal., it was reported by Supt. Mills that the plant had been 
run at a substantial profit during the past season, and that 
most of the pack had been disposed of. A large warehouse 
will be erected at the plant next spring, and other improve- 
ments made. 

Owing to the fact that her business has grown to large 
proportions, Mrs. Jessie A. K. Hall plans to remove her can- 
nery from Loftus, Cal, to a location at some railroad point, 
probably to Auburn. Up to the present time Mrs. Hall has 
confined her operations to tomatoes, but will probably handle 
other lines when the change is made.
